— Whereas it has been repre 
sented to the Government of India that the holders 
of some Post Once Insurance Fund Policies who came 
over to India from Palcistan failed to pay certain pre 
miums on those policies in India in time and that it 
would be a hardship if these policies are considered 
to have lapsed merely on the ground of such failure ; 

Now , therefore , the President, with a view to give 
relief to the holders of these policies , is pleased as a

- In order to enable flour 
mills to establish their pre - war export markets , Gov 
ernment have decided to permit exports of wheat flour 
by flour mills . For this purpose wheat will be releas 
cd by the Ministry of Food and Agriculture on applica 
tions made by the Aour mills on the condition that 
equivalent quantity of wheat will be imported by them 
to replace the stocks released to them earlier , within 
@ period not exceeding six months from the date of 
export . 

Applications for import licenccs for import of wheat 
should be made by the flour mills to the Chief Con 
troller of Impcrts , New Delhi along with documentary 
evidence such as, bills of lading , and bankers certifi 
cates ctc ., showing the cxtent and value of the actual 
exports made by them and a certificate from the Minis 
try of Food and Agriculture showing the quantity of 
wheat releascd by them earlier .

concession chose the same basic year for dollar and 
soft currency imports . This concession was thought to 
be unnecessary for the current licensing period largely 
because it was hoped that most of the cases of importers 
wishing to obtain soft currency Licences at the higher 
rate will be covered by virtue of the procedure of multi 
ple licensing. It has been represented that in some 
cases this hope has not been fulAlled , and some of the 
importers are experiencing considerable diſculty be 
cause of the non - availability of this concession .

No. 129 - 1. T . C . ( P . N . ) / 53 . - Attention is invited to the 
entries in Appendix A to the Red Book for July -Decem 
ber 1953 against coconut oil falling under S .

It has now been decided that establishes im 
porters may, if they so desire , import palm oil In lieu 
of coconut oil to the extent of one- third of the face 
value of the licence .

The Customs authorities have been advised of 
the concession and clearance of palm oil against valid 
cocoanut oil licences will be allowed by them upto one 
third of the face value .
